Border activity along the Soviet-Iranian frontiers during the period 30 Lay 
to 26 June 1950 was normal except for the following: 


a, Barbed wire fences were extended at Lutfabad (37-33N, 59-17E) and 
Sarakhs (36-31N, 61-136). 


b, There was an influx of civillane described as "former Azerbaicyzhani 
Democrats" in the Moghan and Namin sectors. 


c. There was a sizeable increase in truck traffic hetween the interior and 
posts Located along the Voghan, Garmi (Ghermi), and Namin sectors, 
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
